The obr^rvant ones among you can tell we know 
our onions#) In spite of the attempts by officialdom , top brass of the Ser¬ 
vices and others to kick the U.F.O. into the cupboard of obscurity, the U.F.O. 
like the proverbial bad panny, keeps turning up , thereby causing then many 
sleepness nights and much gnashing of teeth •

For it musv be remembered these 
self styled authorities*’ are riding the crest of the waves which the pioneers 
brought about when in their day the least mention of flying saucers was openly 
sneered at. but. today has gained through the hard work of such,the sincere 
investigation and approval of many people and bodies.

V/o would like to ask then , Wnat do th'ey m*can by being scientific?. 
Surely by shutting ones eyes and ignoring certain aspects of enquiry, because 
thqydisturb and upset the comfortable pattern of ones thinking, cannot by any 
stretoh of imagination , be called scientific . This is none other than the at¬ 
titude of the biggot, the closed mind.

field. "

before we were silly and high minded enough to clissify thorn all in the same 
category • For quite a few have given some indications that their stories at 
first hard to accept are indeed proving their claims more than possible. 

Ancth r rather surprising claim by another saucer leader,none of whom are named, 
we wish they were, is that " to his knowledge, not one of the rnombors of the 
older established societies has claimed ever to have made physical, telepathic, 
or radio contact with a being from outer space, though a considerable percentage 
had had experience of seeing UFO. " 

ouch an admission by one who claims to be an authority is a complete confession 
cradfittance of his ignorance and shows hov; out of touch he has been with leaders 
in Australia, which is not surprising, when one considers the glass castle in 
* • be sits and ‘ooklrig ’dc^r ’ or bhe inferii^r mob of researchers.

The " Martians or mirage" controversy flared up again yesterday as new sight¬ 
ings of U.F.O. were reported in South America. 

A police corporal v;as reported as saying that he and his whole family saw 
a flat 9 blue object hovering on Friday night over the north-eastern Argen¬ 
tine province of Chaco. 

Kg said it hung in the sky for sevral minutes before shooting off south- 
v/ostward with a trail of flames. 

In Montevideo. 9 a Uruguaytan newsagency reported some 100 poeple seeing a 
luminous flying object changing colour above a beo-ch in the River Plate area.

CiillBSRRA.. July 15* A mysterious gloving object seen in the sky north-east of 
Canberra airpei’t this morning has baffled airport officials and astronomers. 

Dept# of Civil Aviation officials said the object had been seen by six members 
of the control tower crew for about 40 minutes. 

It appeared to be hovering at about 5 OOO ft . five ti ten miles from the airport 

Several people at Fairbairn RAa'J" base also saw the object , and the crev/ of a 
TA/i aircraft department from Canberra were asked if they could sec it. 

They said they thought they could see something glowing . 

The object disappeared before an RAAF aircraft could roach the spot. 

Those who saw it described it as glowing white , indeinfable in outline and 
stationary . 

An astronomer from the Mount Stromlo Observatory , llr T. Miller , said there was 
no astronoxmical explanation for an object as described by the tower crew. 

The glowing spot could have been a meteorological balloon , but if so, it would 
not have remained in a stationary position . 

He had received many reports of the object but hvad been unable to locate it 
himself. .

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U.F.O. REPORTS STILL POURING IN . 

WASHINGTON DAILY NEWS. Aug . 4‘th 1965 ( Fourth consecutive day of sightings) 

OKLAHOMA CITY. Thousnads of persons across the nq,tions midlands and South¬ 
west again last night reported seeing mysterious flashing j winking and spark¬ 
ing phenomena which sped and sometimes zigzagged adross the skies. 

The Air Force contends tnat most of the sightings were porhahly stars or planet 
Najeeh E. Halahy, former Federal Aviation Agency director, said that the rash 
of reports may signal a " new American mythology " . 

" Reports of such ohjeCts seem to reach a peak in August or Septenher, It 
may he that the long hot summer expedites the imagination” he said in Los An 
geles. Most of the objects the people saw were described as red or yel¬ 

lowish, and speeding across the sky from southwest to northeast at very high 
altitudes. 

It was the fourth consecutive day of UFO sightings, which have harried some 
police departments so much they have reffered the enquiries to Air Force bases. 
A lot of people took issue with the Air Force claims that they were stars or 
planets. A Sioux City, Iowa, high school teacher said he saw a flashing 
object , and”anyone who would say this is a star would be out of their mind” 

An Air Force weather observer in Oklahoma City has repeatedly seen unusual 
objects in the skies , and said ” they are no mirage ' . 

One object"looked like it had a flat top and flat bot-om , and it was not a 
true sjihere, ” the observer said. ” There were two rings around it and the 
4ings were part of the main body .” 

Shelby Crain , who lives near Harrison Aik. saw something ” that moved back 
and forth from northwest to south east . . It v/as joined by another thing 
that wad dark red and they moved together , seeming to get higher and high¬ 
er until they disappeared. ” 

A highway patrolman said he kept a flashing red object under observation for 
several minutes near Erick in Western Oklahoma . Similar sightings were report¬ 
ed at Lawton and Tulsa. 

Several persona reported a red-white flashing object southwest of Denver which 
was 250O-500O ft. hi^. It bobbed up and down then finally disappeared over 
tiie meunxains . A green object sped along at estimated 300 ft. north of 
A1 be^uerque, N.M. for about four seconds then rose sharply an observer said. 

Reports of the UFOs were numerous in north Texas. 

Two men watched a red glowing object thru, a telescope from Dallas' for about 
45 seconds . Thry said it resembled winking lights of a jet plane but " was 
much faster and much higher ” . 

The most northerly sightings were at Blain and Fridley, Minn, police reported 
seven or eight objects which bobbed up and dwon , hovered and darted about.
